Prohibition Demanded as War Measure—Declaration in Favor of the 
Natural Resources Being Turned Over to the Provinces—Resolu- 
tions Against Hereditary Titles and the Granting of Any Titles 
Except for Military or Naval Services; in Favor of Provincial Ad- 
ministration of School Lands, Women Suffrage, Rural Credits and 
Electoral Reform.

WINNIPEG, Man., Aug. 7.—The Liberal convention of the four 
Western provinces just before adjournment at eleven o'clock tonight 
| adopted with no opposition a resolution approving of a measure of 
Dominion-wide prohibition. The resolution was moved by Mrs. 
Charles Robson of Winnipeg and seconded by Mrs. Tedford of York- 
ton, Sask., and read as follows: 

‘*That as a war measure and with the object of utilizing to the 
fullest extent the food values within the Dominion, the federal gov- 
ernment should take possession of all stocks of alcohol, and the federal 

arliament should absolutely prohibit the manufacture, importation, 

portation, storage or sale of intoxicating liquors within the Do- 

inion of Canada.’’ , 

The remarks of the ladies who sponsored the motiort were brief 
@nd there was no other comment. 

The morning of the first day of the convention was spent in or- 
ganizing and the afternoon and evening in the discussion and adoption 
of resolutions which came to the convention with the endorsation 
of the committee on resolutions, The convention dealt with the mat- 
ter of land settlement, homestead rights for women, British Columbia 
lands, Prince Rupert docks, the price of farm implements, rural 
credits, electoral reform and prohibition, during the cevening, sup- 
plementing action in the afternoon on the question of natural re- 
souces, school lands, titles and woman suffrage. The resolutions com- 
mittee still has to deal, it was reported, with the questions of the 
‘fiscal policy, banking problems, settlement of returned soldiers and

Expended, Says Elihu Root, 
Propaganda Work Since Fall 
Of Romanoffs.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 7.—That Ger- 
many has spent $48,000,000 in propa- 
ganda work in Russia since the over- 
throw of the Romanoffs and was res- 


ponsible for much of the peace agita- 
tion and internal turmoil that recently 
confronted Petrograd officials, was the 
message brought to Minneapolis by 
Elihu Root and members of the Unit- 
ed States commission to Russia, who 
today continued their journey home 
after passing through this city. 

Regardless of the German propa- 
ganda, however, members of the com- 
mission were all enthusiastic over the 
reception that was given them in Rus- 
sia, and stated that they were return- 
ing with a message of sincere belief 
that Russia will make no 
peace and that she, with her allies, will 
fight the war to a finish.

OTTAWA, Aug. 7.—-Good progress 
was made by both houses today in 
connection with the business before 
parliament. In the commons the en- 
tire day was devoted to consideration 
of a resolution to provide salaries for 
an overseas minister of militia and 
for two parliamentary under-secee- 


taries, and to tue resolution providing | 


for the acquirement of the common 
stock of the Canadian Northern. 
There was considerable discussion and 
criticism of both, but the first was 
passed and progress was reported on 
the second, 

The extent of the liability which the 
government would have to assume in 
the taking over control of the Cana- 
dian Northern was the chief bone of 
contention, The finance minister re- 
viewed at considerable length the 
last balance sheet of the company. 
He maintained that its securities had 
all been put out at a low rate of in- 
terest and that the government woold 
reap the advantage of good financing 
in the past, All outstanding obliga- 
tions to contractors have been cleaned 
up with the exception of $1,277,000. 
As to the amount required for better- 
ments and new equipment for the next 
five years, he gave the company's es- 
timate of $12,500,000 for betterments 
and $25,000,000 for new equipment. 
In regard to the latter item, howevor, 
he noted that the Drayton-Acworth 


report had placed the sum at fifty 
millions,

REPORTED EMBARGO 
ON COAL IS DENIED 


Sufficient Now Being Produced In 
U.S. For Both Countries—Dis- 
tribution Is Problem.

OTTAWA, Aug. 7.-——The conscription 
bill passed committee in the senate to- 
night and stands for third reading to- 
morrow. The bin as Jt comes from 
committee Is ttle changed froni the 
form in which it,left the commons, 
and the changes Which have been 
made would appear to be acecptahle to 
the lower house. 

The most importhnt amendment was 
that proposed by Sir James Lougheed 
to the effect that “No conviction in a 
court of criminal jurisdiction for an 
offense against this act or the regula- 
tions made thereunder shall be had 
unless the prosecution has been con- 
sented to or approved by the attor- 
ney general of Canada.” 

The attorney general of Canada is 
the minister of justice. 

Amendments proposed to the effect 
that exemption should be given to 
men who had a brother, or brothers 
at the front; to men with famillea of 
five or six and for persons engaged in 
teaching were all lost. Senator Loug- 
heed explained that the tribunals 
would look after all such persons. 

Senator Dandurand moved to strike 
out the provision that the habeas cor- 
pus act shall not be resorted to against 
the decisions of tribunals. He de- 
clared that the habeas corpus was one 
of the most venerable safeguards of 
the British constitution and that it 
would be regrettable to eliminate its 
authority in this age. 

Sir James Lougheed stated that the 
government desired the act to con- 
tain a plain declaration that habeaus 
corpus could not be invoked against 
the decisions of the tribunals.

LONDON, Aug. 7.—The beginning | 
of a forward movement in the Lindi 
area on the Indian Ocean in South- 
castern East German Africae, is des- 
cribed in an official statement tonight. 

The offensive began August 2, when 
the Germans were driven from their 
advanced positions on the Mihubia 
stream, ten miles southwest of Lindl. 
On Auguat 3 the enemy's main posi- 
tions were assaulted in a frontal at- 
tack by African troops, who made 
some progross, but the turning move- 
ment intended to envelop the Ger- 
tans’ right flank encountered strong- 
ly-posted defenses, concealed in dense 
bushes, Severe fighting ensued, the 
enemy vigorously counter-attacked, 
the British, Indian and African forces 
fighting with great gallantry.

National Prohibition Demanded 


Historic Assembly of Western 
Liberals Takes Action on

Daily Curtains of Fire 


Now on South and West Outskirts of Lens which Apparently Oannot 
Long Withstand Capitulation—Elsewhere on Western Front Hos- 
tilities Virtually at Standstill Except for Bombardments—Disaf- 
fection in Russian Ranks Has Enabled Enemy to Drive Them Out 
of Most Galicia and Bukowina,

LONDON, Aug. 7.—Aside from the Russian theatre, the hostili- 
ties on all the fronts are virtually at a standstill. Bombardments, at 
some points attajning fairly violent proportions, and here and there 
small infantry manoeuvres, have occurred on the front in Flanders, 
but as yet the operations have not taken on the aspect of a contem- 
plated resumption of the big allied drive which the bad weather of, 
last week brought to an abrupt end. 

The Canadians operating against Lens have again made thrusts 
of a successful nature into the environs of the already encompassed 
coal centre, which apparently cannot long withstand capitulation, By 
the use of curtain fires the Germans are endeavoring to keep back 
further encroachments into their terrain here, but even with this fire 
against them, the interpid Canadians continue almost daily to extend 
their saps, and are now on the south and west outskirts of the town. 

Penetrate German Lines

In moving the resolution calling for 
the handing over to the western pro- 
vinces control of their natural re- 
sources, Hon, A. L. Sifton sald that 
the reason for inaction on this tm- 
portant question In the past was that 
there had not been sufficient power tn 
the provinces affected to effectively 
demand their rights. “Times have 
changed, however,” he said, ‘‘and con- 
ditions now prevail when Western 
Canada can no longer be kept from 
Justice.”

J. Latta, M.L.A. for Govan, Sask., and

The Dominion government In turn- 
ing over to the provinces these school 
lands would not be parting with 
lands which had cost anything. The 
lands have become valuable only be- 
cause of the development of adiacent 
lands by settlers. Under provincial 
control he believed that educational 
achemes better than those existing in 
any of the provinces now would re- 
sult. 

WINNIPEG, Man., Aug. 7.—At the 
evening session, one of the important | 
resolutions was introduced by Hon. | 
Chas. R. Mitchell, Alberta, and dealt | 
with rural credits, The sense of the 
resolution was to the effect that the 
Pominion government should assist 
tho Western provinces to the extent 
of lending money to them for purposes 
of rural credits at cost. Mr. Mitchel! 
referred to the history of the scheme 
i of rural credits which had its incep- 
tion tn 1918 when representatives of 
the three Western provinces accom- 
panied the United States commission 
to Europe to Investigate and report on 
the system in vogue there. As a result 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
{inaugurated the systems now in effect 
when {t was found that the Federal 
government would not take initiative 
unlike the United States which now 
has In operation a national scheme of 
rural credits. This scheme he be- | 
lleved was the best possible under the 
conditions but the advantages could | 
be greatly extended if the Federal | 
government would make funds avail- 
able to provinces for this purpose at 
actual cost. He realized that the |

Tuesday afternoon's session of the 
social leadership conference at the 
University was presided over by Dean 
Howes, not as many being in attend- 
ance as at the morning session. The 
chairman suggested a better attend- 
ance and more “on time.” 

Dr, Talbot, the provincial veterin- 
arian, was the figet speaker, his sub- 
ject being “Diseases of Livestock.” 
Much of his time was taken up with 
the consideration of blackleg, this dis- 
case being, as he said, the worst to 
contend with. While it was called 
an address on the program, the time 
was largely spént as a question and 
answer meeting, Dr. Talbot réplying 
to the queries put to him quite freely. 
He said that If he coyld have his way 
there would be a law making vaccina- 
tion for blackleg compulsory. 

The disease in Alberta made its ap- 
pearance in winter especially in the 
southern part and on high land, and 
not altogether in low marshy places 
as was generally supposed; in old and 
fat cattle as the latter had more lactic 
acid, and often the pure breds were 
attacked, which was accounted for 
through the fact that they were thin- 
ner skinned, There was no successful 
treatment+hat he knew of for the dis- 
ease. Once disease was known to be 
in an animal, it should be destroyed 
and the carcase burned. 

Vaccination 

Vaccination was an excellent pre- 
venetative. Vaccine was furnished by 
the Dominion government which was 
good and there was the additional re- 
commendation that any on hand at 
the end of the year could be turned in 
and be replaced by fresh. It could 
be had at Ottawa and from the pro- 
vincial agricultural schools and farms. 
The speaker suggested that care be 
taken to start soon with the treatment 
as it takes two weeks to produce im- 
munity, while but two days were re- 
quired for blackleg to show itself. 

Blackleg was very contagious. The 
chief symptoms were noticed through 
the aniraal affected falling behind 
when the herd was driven home; an 
inclination to lie down anywhere off 
by itself, and pulpy swellings on the 
body, covered by a skin which would 
give forth a crackling sound. The 
doctor said that when the swellings 
appeared there was not the slightest 
doubt that the animal was affected. 
Before death took place the beast 
would froth at the mouth, and upon 
cutting the skin over the swelling a 
yellow’ tissue would be found under- 
neath. Isolation and vaccination of 
the young cattle should at once fol- 
low the appearance of the trouble. 

As to Sheep 

Respecting the diseases of sheep, the 
speaker said that scours in weak 
lambs could be helped by giving weak 
whiskey. For goitre in lambs he sug- 
gested that tincture of lodine be used 
as soon as born. 

Of hog cholera there was little in 
Alberta and it need not be feared in 
the country; at places where there was 
considerable “slops” it was more pre- 
valent, 

Dr. Jamieson 

Dr. H. Jamieson followed with an 
address upon “The Health of Alberta” 
opening with the assertion that the 
value of good health was shown by 
the fact that the average length of life 
was increasing, being 18 years more in 
England than some time back. A 
number of charts were used. Tuber- 
culosis was enlarged upon, and shown 
to be the great destroyer, carrying off 
more victims annually than war 

Housing conditions played a large 
part in the deathrato of children, that 
of the borough of Finsbury, being «l- 
luded to, where in houses of one room 
there were 200 deaths, places of two 
roorns, 150; three rooms, 125, and four 
upwards 100 deaths, 

Improper feeding had to do largely 
in the number of deaths In infancy, 


the rate per thousand being given as | 


314.9 as against 113.9 for breast feed- 
ings 

Summef complaint was most pre- 
valent in July, August and September 


than the other months, such being 
much lighter in the cold months, 
when the conditions in connection 


with milk were much better. 

Whooping Cough and Measics, 

It was given out that the deaths 
from whooping cough and measles, 
looked upon as sort of necessary di- 
seases, were 48 and 28 respectively, 
and for diptheria the rate was 22 and 
In the working 
claes the death rate was 605, the 
middle class 173 and in the rich class 
89. 

The death rate in Alberta was given 
as follows: Diseases of infancy, 643; 
tuberculosis, 318; 
diarrhoea, 228; accidents in mines and 
quarries, 197, and heart disease, 188 

Poor housing, carelessness, and so 
on, were causes of the spread of di- 
sease and every effort should be taken 
to see that conditions were improved 
along these lines. 

Sanitorium Needed, 

A sanitorium was badly needed, but 
until the people were educated up to 
the real necessity of the case, nothing 
would be done.

been heard from them gince, this clue 
to their disappearance was sufficient. 

The Long Patrol 

The long patrol to the far, unex- 
plored north was begun in June, 1915. 
The 8.8. Northland Call was taken as 
far as Vermilion Chutes, where, after 
a short wait, the party transferred to 
the McMurray, upon which boat they 
crossed Lake Athabasca, going as far 
as Fort Smith (now Fort Fitzgerald.) 

There the party transferred to the 
8s. McKenzie River, going down the 
McKenzie to Fort Norman, arriving 
there early in July, 1916. From here 
the party took to a York boat, a long 
flat double-bowed boat used for travel 
in the north in the shallow waters. 
At times it fe drawn against stream 
by “tracking,” the men wading the 
river ahead of the boat and towing it; 
in the deeper watera of the lakes a 
sail is rigged up. 

my the York Boat 

This trip by York boat up Bear 
River to Great Bear Lake was one of 
the most difficult parts of the journey. 
Thirteen days of “tracking” resulted 
in an advance of ninety gniles. The 
men waded the icy waters in shifts, 
four resting in the boat while four 
tugwed ana pulled the boat over the 
rocks and sand bars, 

The next jup of the journey was 
across Great Bear Lake; this was 
made by sailing and rowing. The 
journey actoss this great inland lake 
was completed on September 12, 1915, 
and at Dease Bay, at the upper ex- 
tremity of Bear Lake, the camp for 
the winter was made, In the party at 
this time were: Inspector LaNauze, 
Conatable Withers, Constable White, 
Father Frapause, D'Arcy Arden, 
Special Constable Iitavinek, an edu- 
cated Eskimo, who was to act as in- 
terpreter, his wife, Maniyank, and his 
daughter, Bedniliok. These natives 
were picked up at Fort McPherson. 

In March camp was broken up and 
the party pulled out for the Arctic 
Coast by dog team. It was 150 miles 
cverland, as the crow files, to Corora- 
tion Gulf, the place where this mi- 
grating tribe of Eskimos were last 


seen. 
The Arresta Madc 

The party arrived there in April, 
1916, On May 20, on Victoria Land, 
Senak was arrested; two days later 
Alaksuk was arrested. 

The ‘spoils’ had been divided 
among the tribe. One rich Eskimo 
had a prayer book, another had the 
beads while the cagsoc was found 
upon Benak. The story of the death 
of the two priests was collected by 
Mtavinek and the scene of the death 
was visited by the party, the lower 
Jaw bone of one of the victims being 
the only remains found at this place, 
which is upon the Copper Mine River. 

The prisoners were taken tv Her- 
echel Island where one of the ‘boats 
of the Canadian Arctic Expedition 
was tied up. Here the second winter 
was spent. 

There was some delay then regard- 
Ing the venue of the trial but after 
awhile Inspector Lanouze received 
word that the trial would be held in 
Edmonton and the party from the 
north are on their way now, 

Interesting Trial 

The trial {s one which is bound te 
attract world-wide interest—the trial 
of uncivilized aborigines, living In an 
unexplored part of the North Ameri- 
can continent, by a jury of their 
“peersa’—city dwellers of Edmonton. 

These Eskimos whose tribal custom 
provides that all babies, born in “bad 
Umes,” that is in times when the cari- 
Sous are scarce, are thrown away by 
thetr mothers, to perish in the snow, a 
tribe of wandering Eskimos who fol- 
low the migration of the caribou each 
year and whose very existence de- 
pends upon this animal; a tribe to 
whom powder and shell were un- 
known five years ago and who sti!! 
hunt the caribou with bows and ar- 
rows, fashioned out of native copper; 
a tribe that believes that a man: or 
woman should live only so long as he

EXAM. FAILURES 
TO BE SUBJECT 
OF INQUIRY 


School Management Committee 
Decides To Make Investigation 
—May Be Teachers’ Fault. 


—— 


The public schoo] management com- 
mittee decided at its meeting yea- 
terday to Investigate the cause of the 
large percentage of failures in grades 
eight and nine for some schools in 
this year’s examinations with a view 
to advanoing the pupils , it being con- 
sidered that the failures may be due 
to weakness of the teaching staff. 

W. Rea, chairman of the board, In- 
troduced the subject by saying that 
a number of letters from parents had 
been received rely criticizing the 
board and the chers, He under- 
atood that the percentage of passes in 
grade eight in some schools was very 
poor, and he felt that there was some 
negligencé and shortcomings on the 
part of the teaching etaff. Perhaps 
it would be the best way to admit the 
negligence and endeavor to admit the 
best of the failures to high echool. 
Otherwise it meant the loss of a year 
to them. Mr. Rea said that !t muet 
not be overlooked by the public that 
some of the best of the teaching ataff 
went away to the war, and the clasa 
of teachers was not 80 good now as it 
was previously. Also, positions were 
being held for men away, and in these 
cases they could not get the best 
teachers to take such positions, 

Trustee Barnes said that if 100 per 
cent passed at one echoo! and 30 In 
another, it meant something wrong 
with the teachers.

To Use Wilted Lettuce,

| Dear Madam—Can you tell me how 
to freshen up lettuce that has become} 
wilted?) How can | avoid wasting the 
large leaves on the outside of a head 
of lettuce? (Mrs.) L. P. B, 

When lettuce is wilted and soft, pull) 
off the leaves and wash each one sep- 
arately. Then place them in a paper | 
bag or one made of cheesecloth and 
leave the bag directly on the ice for 
aboue a half hour, This will make 
the lettuce fresh and crisp. 

The large dark green leaves on the 
outside of a head of lettuce may be 
cooked like spinach. Wash thorough- | 
ly ain savt boil in a cup of water for 
about twenty-five minutes.

LICENSES FOR COWS 
‘MUST BE SECURED 


The City Health department is out 
to round up the cow owners, owing to 
the alleged neglect of so many of 
them either to apply for a permit to 
keep a cow or license to sell milk. 

It is sai dthat there are more in- 
dividual parol cows kept in the city 
now than has been the case for a long 
time, yet the revenue for licenses and 
permits has dropped down to practi- 
cally nothing in comparison with what 
it was at @ yearr or 80 back. 

It must be understood that no one 
can keep @ cow within the city Hmits 
even if the milk is used exclusively 
by the one family, without a permit 
from the Health Department, and if 
the mitk Is sold a dairy license has to 
be obtained, which subjects the pre- 
mises to inspection as in the case of 
larger dairies. The cost of either per- 
mit or permit is $1.00. 

Cow-keepers are warned that the 
dairy and milk inspectors are making 
a round of the city looking forr of- 
fenders.

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WHICH I8 THE LIBERAL? 


In times like these when every- 
thing is in the melting pot there 
is naturally a reversion to first 
principles in order to get a new 
and definite starting point. When 
politics or political allegiance is 
in question the vote ‘defines the 
principle, as the principle defines 
the party. The question: ‘‘Who is 
a Liberal?’’ can best: be settled by 
the vote that he gives, not by what 
open enmies or traitorous friends 
say of him. Dr. Clarke, M.P. for 
Red Deer,—for years admitted by 
himself to be the only true Liberal 
in captivity in  Canada,—has 
taken frequent occasion of late to 
declare that the great Leader of 
Liberalism in Canada, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, has left him,—that is, has 
deserted: true Liberal principles. 
On July 17th, in the’ House of 
Commons, Hon. Geo, P. Graham 
moved the following as an amend- 
ment to the Premier’s resolution 
for extending the life of Parlia- 
ment: 

‘That all the words after the 
word “That” in the said resolution 
be struck out and the following be 
substituted therefor: ... 

‘In the opinion of this House the 
consideration of the terms of said 
resolution should be deferred until 
the Government brings before Par- 
Hiament measures providing that 
those best able to pay will be asked 
to contribute their full share to the 
cost of the war and by which all 
agricultura!, industrial, transpor- 
tation and natural resources of 
Canada will: be organised so as to 
insure the greatest possible assis.- 
ance to the Empire in the war, and 
to reduce the cost of living to the 
Canadian people.” 

The terms of the amendment 
would seem to be a fair expression 
of the principles of Liberalism ap- 
plied to present conditions. As 
such they appeared to every Lib- 
eral in the House of Commons, ex- 
cept two. One was Albert Cham- 
pagne of Battleford; the other 
was Dr. Clark, These two helped 
to make up the Government’s ma- 
jority of seventeen on that occa- 
sion, Mr. Champagne had the ex- 
cuse for his vote that a party con- 
vention had turned him down in 
favor of another candidate in his 
constituency, The Party having 
gone back on him, there was no 
reason why he should stand by the 
Party. But Dr, Clark had no such 
excuse, All honor that the Liberal 
Party could give him has been 
his. He holds the unanimous Lib- 
eral nomination for, the constitu- 
ency. What he did, he did without 
provocation or excuse. His Pa 
or his Leader did not leave him. 
He left his Party and his Leader 
by voting against the principles he 
and they had always professed.

Conscription in U.S, Civil War. 
From the Ottawa Citizen, 

Conscription did not bring victory 
to the North, and recruiting had 
dwindled for the same reason as it 
may have dwindled In this country 
during the past year—if it has dwin- 
dled. That reason was because the 
administration at Washington had 
bungled the war to such an appalling 
degree that after two years of conflict 
the chances of the South winning 
were brighter than those of the North, 
notwithstanding the great disparity in 
the size and resources of the belliger- 
ent sections of the country, When 
Sumter was fired on in 1861, volun- 
teers rushed to the colors ‘n the North 
in large masses, They continued to 
do so for nearly two years. Then 
the incapacity and worse of the war 
administration caused a widespread 
feeling of pessimism and people began 
to hesitate to sacrifice thelr sons to 
the incotapetent government and the| 
reckless leadership of the generals in 
the fleld. The profiteers were busy, 
too, and tthe paper. boots of the North- 
ern armies and the shoddy clothing 
and poor food supplies all had an ef- 
fect in the country. 

During the present war a British in-! 
vestigator, given permission to look 
into the records of the War depart-| 
ment at Washington, discovered that | 
85 per cent. of the men who entered 
the Northern armies after the com- 
pulsory system became law in 1868 
were volunteers, The Graft itwelf pro- 
duced only 169,649 men, which In it- 
self is sufficient to disprove the rash 
assertion that “conscription carried 
the armies of the North to victory,” 
The conscription measure of 1863 in 
the U. 8, was a different thing to 
the present Canadian measure and 
different likewise from the present 
American draft. Actual com puision.| 
played little or no part in winning the 
war. After the draft was instituted | 
the number of volunteers who joined 
the colors without being drawn total 
led the splendid number of 1,076,538. 
It was this voluntary enlietment which 
earried the Northern armies to vic- 
tory.
